WASHINGTON (AP) — New

$60,000 a yearns secretary of 
Labor, to head of a super-agency 
to handle domestic spending 
programs. 


As leader of the new govern- 


mental unit — to be called the 
Office of Management and 
Budget, an expanded version of 
the old Bureau of the Budget — 
Shultz will keep his Cabinet rank 


but at only $42,500. 


Just last Saturday, Robert H. 


Pinch, accepting a similar 
salary slash in leaving his 
$60,000 job as secretary of 
Health, Education and V/elfare, 
became the first Nixon Cabinet 
member to move elsewhere. 
Nixon named him to the White 
House staff as a presidential 
counselor. 


Nixon, who reached into the 


State Department for Un- 
dersecretary Elliot Richardson 
to succeed Finch at HEW, 
stayed

successor to Shultz.

SAIGON (AP) — Viet Cong 


troops attacked a South Viet- 
namese village south of Da 
Nang early today, killed 70 
civilians and wounded 31 others 
in two hours of sfiiughter, U.S. 
officials reported. 


Survivors said the Viet Cong 


invaded Ba Ren Hamlet behind 
a mortar barrage that set fire to 
many houses, then ran through 
the streets "shooting anyone 
they saw" and hurling grenades 
into homes and civilian bunkers. 


The toll was expected to rise 


as rescue workers dug through 
the ruins of nearly 200 huts 
destroyed or badly damged. 


A U.S. officer who flew over 


the hamlet 17 miles southeast of 
Da Nang said it was about 90 per 
cent destroyed or damaged.

the band and did intend to go. 


Mrs. Wing said she was the 


one who told principal Arthur 
Smith her son would not be at 
graduation after Smith in- 
formed her he would not be 


allowed to participate unless he 
had his hair trimmed and 
groomed. 


He was told that, she said, 


because the boy had already told 
her he would* not go if it meant 
he would be forced to change his 
hair. 


She said Smith told her 


several students had indicated 
to him they would rather he trim 
and groom his hair 
before 


graduation and that he would 
have to abide by their decision.

WASHINGTON (AP) — A 


stepped-up $775 million attack 
on air pollution has passed the 
House with great ease, but a 
fight could be brewing in the 
Senate over setting nationwide 
air quality standards. 


The three-year extension and 


expansion of 1967 clean 
air 


legislation sailed through the

Wednesday, 
374-1, 


directing that national air 
quality standards be set. The 
wide-ranging bill also deals with 
cars, plants, fuels and planes. 


But Sen. Edmund S. Muskie, 


D-Maine, chairman of a Senate 
air and water pollution sub- 
committee, said: "We're trying 
to work out something that 
would avoid the built-in traps of 
national standards." 


The House bill directs the 


secretary of health, education 
and welfare to set national 
standards 30 days after enact- 
ment. 


Pollutants to be regulated

monoxide, hydrocarbons

States 
could set stricter standards.

dards could minimize control of

Under present law, air quality 


standards for adjoining areas 
are to be adopted by states on 
the basis of criteria set by HEW. 


The House bill also puts each 


state in an air quality region. 
The existing statute directs 
HEW to establish air quality 


control regions. Muskie has 
favored this approach in the 
past. 


House members, however, 


contend only a few such regions 
have been established so far 
under the three-year-old law. 


The House bill would set 


authorized spending for federal 
air pollution programs at $200 
million a year beginning July 1. 
The level now is about $93 
million to $96 million. 


The funds would be increased 


to $250 million in the second year 
and $325 million in the last 12- 
month period.

There is apparently no disagreement in Tehama County on the 
advisability of retaining control of zoning regulations along the 
Sacramento River. Discussion before the Tehama County Board of 
Supervisors and the county Water Conservation and Flood Control 
Board didn’t bring out a single voice in favor of the State 
Reclamation Board proposal to designate the floodways and set the 
rules. Both boards are set to protest that at a hearing at the 
Tehama Totem Fair grounds tomorrow at io a.m. 


How much weight public opinion in the county will carry 
remains to be seen, but officials and residents of the county are 
right in insisting on keeping as much control as possible. It is not 
that it would be in the county’s long-time interest to have rules 
generally less protective than any the state might lay down. There 
definitely is need for designated flood plains, both to head off 
building of any structures that might interfere with the free flow of 
water in times of flooding, and to protect prospective buyers. 


But there can be difference of opinion on details. There is no 
reason to believe that the opinions of state officials are more valid 
than those of Tehama County officials. And Tehama County of­ 
ficials are much closer to the problem. There is a much better 
chance of settling disputes quickly, with any special circumstances 
getting full consideration. 


Use Same Pipeline 


NEW YORK (AP) — One solution to the rickety financial un­ 
derpinnings of many securities firms may be to "pump two or three 
revenue producing units through the same operational pipeline.*' 
In other words, to merge the businesses of two or more firms, 
eliminating in the process as much fixed overhead and duplication 
as possible It means layoffs, of course, and the closing of some 
fancy branch offices. 


Such thinking was involved in the recently announced plans of 
the nation’s third largest brokerage firm, Francis I. duPont, and 
the Mg investment banking firm of Glore Forgan Staats, Inc. 
Archie Albright, who as president of GFS initiated talks with 
duPont, believes more such consolidations will be announced soon, 
as Wall Street reacts belatedly to a sharp drop in business 


The process already is well under way. Nearly 40 member 
firms of the N.Y. Stock Exchange either closed down or merged 
last year The rate has accelerated this year, with 30 firms merged 
or closed through April 1%t basic problem, as Albright sees it. is 
that many firms used the wild trading volume of IMS as a base 
from which to project their future They aaeumed there would be 15 
million and 10 million share days. They planned for nothing less.

Yet he is still held in a foul 
detention camp for the crime, 
apparently, of reporting the 
news too objectively to suit 
President Nasser. 
Instead of raising a howl to 
free Mahmoud, however, the AP 
lias hushed up about the in­ 
justice. The AP doesn’t want to 
jeopardize its profitable news 
service in the Arab world or get 
its correspondents kicked out of 
Arab lands. 
(Associated Press has issued 
a statement pointing out that the 
material which displeased the 
Egyptians was freelance work 
not written for the Associated

From the full investigation 


which I conducted concerning 
the incident, I am of the opinion 
that Mrs. Wolcott has altered 
the facts considerably. The 
following incident took place. 


At 3:03 p.m., Monday, March 


30,1970, Mrs. Lena Wolcott, 2631 
Old Oregon Trail, Redding, 
California, reported that while 
in the Washington Monument 
Lodge, her son Roger, was 
struck on his chin by an 
unknown subject, and also in the 


mouth by another unknown 
subject. At the time of the 
assault, a crowd of about 300

policemen.Due to the large 
crOwd.Mrs. Wolcott's son was 
unable to identify or point out his

plaints of assault were received 
from other persons who were 
with Mrs.Wolcott.In one case, 
two members of the U.S. Park 
Police Tactical Force observed 
two juveniles pushing and 
taunting 
a 
Mrs.Madeline 


Richardson of 2247 Webster 
I-ane.Des Planes,IUinois,while 
she and several children were 
attempting to find refuge from 
the crowd. The juveniles were 
arrested and charged with 
simple 
assault; 
both 
are 


awaiting Juvenile Court action. 
Upon interrogation of 
the 


juveniles, it was stated that Mrs. 
Richardson went through the 
crowd shoving everyone aside 
and that they caught her by the 
arm and asked why she was 
shoving. 


In another incident involving 


Mrs. Wolcott's niece, Vicki 
Richardson, 2247 Webster Lane, 


Des Planes, Illinois, Vicki asked 
a Negro male directions to a 
cigarette machine. The male 
took her to the machine and then 
asked her for a dime for the 
task. Vicki pushed the child; his 
sister upon seeing this, came 
over and struck Vicki. This 
seemed to have started the 
chain of events. 


Mrs. Wolcott was 
very 


abusive while in the U.S. Park 
Police Headquarters and con- 
stantly 
made 
derogatory 


remarks about the Negro race. 
She spent considerable time 
attempting to persuade the 
other complainants to leave 
stating. "They are not going to 
do anything, we'll come back 
with the Klan and clean these 
niggers out of Washington." 


Mrs. Wolcott demanded to see 


the two juveniles who were 
arrested for simple assaulc in 
the 
case 
involving Mrs. 


Madeline Richardson for the 
purpose of identification. When 
it was explained by Inspector 
Walter R. McEwen, commander

Division, that Court procedure 
required that such identification 
be made only in a Court 
authorized lineup, Mrs. Wolcott 
became furious.

Congress whether it will mean 
more income for poor people 
who take jobs and encourage 


them to accept employment. 


Nixon, in his revised message, 


said his family assistance 
program indeed offered in- 
centives to the poor to work, 
although he did not spell them 
out. 


The revised version left intact 


the basic provision of the 
original administration plan: A 
yearly family assistance system 
providing a family of four $1,600 
a year in federal cash benefits, 
with subsidies continuing on a 
sliding scale until household 
income passes $3,920. 


There was evidence the new

I am pleased to furnish in­ 
formation which is in reference 
to a letter which you received 
from Mrs. Lena Wolcott. 
From the full investigation 
which 1 conducted concerning 
the incident, I am of the opinion 
that Mrs. Wolcott has altered 
the facts considerably. The 
following incident took place. 
At 3:03 p.m., Monday, March 
30,1970, Mrs. Lena Wolcott, 2631 
Old Oregon Trail, Redding, 
California, reported that while 
in the Washington Monument 
Lodge, her son Roger, was 
struck on his chin by an 
unknown subject, and also in the 


mouth by another unknown 
subject. At the time of the 
assault, a crowd of about 300 
persons had gathered for a 
rumored music festival which 
never materialized.The com­ 
plainants were escorted from 
the 
area 
by 
several 
policemen.Due to the large 
crowd,Mrs. Wolcott’s son was 
unable to identify or point out his 
assailants.Four other com­ 
plaints of assault were received 
from other persons who were 
with Mrs.Wolcott.In one case, 
two members of the U.S. Park 
Police Tactical Force observed 
two juveniles pushing and 
taunting 
a 
Mrs.Madeline 
Richardson of 2247 Webster 
Lane,Des Planes,Illinois,while 
she and several children were 
attempting to find refuge from 
the crowd. The juveniles were 
arrested and charged with 
simple 
assault; 
both 
are 
awaiting Juvenile Court action. 
Upon interrogation of 
the 
juveniles, it was stated that Mrs. 
Richardson went through the 
crowd shoving everyone aside 
and that they caught her by the 
arm and asked why she was 
shoving. 


Des Planes, Illinois, Vicki asked 
a Negro male directions to a 
cigarette machine. The male 
took her to the machine and then 
asked her for a dime for the 
task. Vicki pushed the child; his 
sister upon seeing this, came 
over and struck Vicki. This 
seemed to have started the 
chain of events. 


Mrs. 
Wolcott 
was 
very 
abusive while in the U.S. Park 
Police Headquarters and con­ 
stantly 
made 
derogatory 
remarks about the Negro race. 
She spent considerable time 
attempting to persuade the 
other complainants to leave 
stating, "They are not going to 
do anything, we’ll come back 
with the Klan and clean these 
niggers out of Washington.” 


Mrs. Wolcott demanded to see 
the two juveniles who were 
arrested for simple assault in 
the 
case 
involving 
Mrs. 
Madeline Richardson for the 
purpose of identification. When 
it was explained by Inspector 
Walter R. McEwen, commander 
of 
the 
Crime 
Prevention 
Division, that Court procedure 
required that such identification 
be 
made only in a 
Court 
In another incident involving authorized lineup, Mrs. Wolcott 
Mrs. Wolcott’s niece, Vicki became furious. She also wanted 
Richardson, 2247 Webster Lane, to file complaints for all the 


other complainants. She was 
advised that each person would 
have to file individual com­ 
plaints. This was done. 
When the group left U.S. Park 
Police 
Headquarters, 
they 
expressed concern about not 
being able to find their way back 
to Maryland. Detective Manuel 
J. Pinto, who was going off duty 
at the time, urged them to follow 
him since it was the route which 
he customarily took home. 


This represents a true account 
of the incident as we have been 
able to reconstruct it. We hasten 
to add also that we have been 
unable to identify any of our

statements as, "I don’t know if 
we can control them, I’m scared 
as hell, our hands are tied.”

There is apparently no disagreement in Tehama County on the 


advisability of retaining control of zoning regulations along the 
Sacramento River. Discussion before the Tehama County Board of 
Supervisors and the county Water Conservation and Flood Control 
Board didn't bring out a single voice in favor of the State 
Reclamation Board proposal to designate the floodways and set the 
rules. Both boards are set to protest that at a hearing at the 
Tehama Totem Fair grounds tomorrow at 10 a.m. 


How much weight public opinion in the county will carry 


remains to be seen, but officials and residents of the county are 
right in insisting on keeping as much control as possible It is not 
that it would be in the county's long-time interest to have rules 
generally less protective than any the state might lay down. There 
definitely is need for designated flood plains, both to head off 
building of any structures that might interfere with the free flow of 
water in times of flooding, and to protect prospective buyers. 


But there can be difference of opinion on details. Thsre is no 


reason to believe that the opinions of state officials are more valid 
than those of Tehama County officials. And Tehama County of- 
ficials are much closer to the problem. There is a much better 
chance of settling disputes quickly, with any special circumstances 
getting full consideration. 


Use Same Pipeline 


NEW YORK (AP) — One solution to the rickety financial Un- 


derpinnings of many securities firms may be to "pump two or three 
revenue producing units through the same operational pipeline " 
In other words, to merge the businesses of two or more firms, 
eliminating in the process as much fixed overhead and duplication 
as possible. It means layoffs, of course, and the closing of some 
fancy branch offices. 


Such thinking was involved in the recently announced plans of 


the nation's third largest brokerage firm, Francis I. duPont, and 
the big investment banking firm of Glore Forgan Slaats, Inc. 
Archie Albright, who as president of GFS initiated talks with 
duPont, believes more such consolidations will be announced soon, 
as Wall Street reacts belatedly to a sharp di op in business. 


The process already is well under way. Nearly 40 member 


firms of the N.Y. Stock Exchange either dosed down or merged 
last year. The rate has accelerated this year, with 20 firms merged 
or closed through April. The basic problem, as Albright sees it, is 
that many firms used the wild trading volume of 1968 as a base 
from which to project their future. They assumed there would be 15 
million and 20 million share days. They planned for nothing less. 


The result: overhiring, numerous branch offices, elaborate 


office equipment, posh furniture. The same bullish view permitted 
management and administrative lapses to go undetected. Poor 
accounting practices were common. 
When trading volume 


slackened, the old practice of layoffs no longer was sufficient. The 
payroll could be cut, but it was more difficult to cut down on the 
fixed overhead.

WASHINGTON — The mighty 


Associated 
Press, 
whose 


reporters are the eyes and ears 
for newspaper readers around 
the world, has let one of its 
reporters languish for 18 months 
in an Egyptian concentration 
camp with hardly a murmur of 
public protest. 


The case against Aly Mah- 


moud, the AP's No. 2 man in 
Cairo, was so flimsy that an 
Egyptian court acquitted him of 
espionage charges a year ago. 
Yet he is still held in a foul 
detention camp for the crime, 
apparently, of reporting 
the 


news too objectively to suit 
President Nasser. 


Instead of raising a howl to 


free Mahmoud, however, the AP 
has hushed up about the in- 
justice. The AP doesn't want to 
jeopardize its profitable news 
service in the Arab world or get 
its correspondents kicked out of 
Arab lands. 


(Associated Press has issued 


a statement pointing out that the 
material which displeased the 
Egyptians was freelance work 
not written for the Associated 
Press. 


Further, the statement con- 


tends, it is in Egypt principally 
as a news gathering service and 
makes no profit there. 


Nevertheless, the Associated 


Press declared it has paid for 
attorneys for Mahmoud and is 
continuing to use all means 
available to bring about his 
release.) 


This is all too typical of the 


timidity of the great news- 
gathering organizations, which 
have shown a 
distressing 


reluctance to back up 
their 


reporters against the forces that 
would like to shape the news. 


CAPTURED 
CORRESPON- 


DENTS 


Several newsmen, for in- 


stance, have been captured by 
North Vietnamese soldiers in 
Cambodia. 
They can't be 


released without demolishing 
the fiction that North Vietnam 
has no troops in Cambodia. 


Hoping to wheedle their 


release, the news urganizations 
have made whispered appeals to 
embassies with friendly ties to 
Hanoi. Other polite appeals have 
been addressed to Prince 
Sihanouk, the exiled Cambodian 
ruler who has gone over to the 
communist side. All in vain. 


Instead 
of 
pussyfooting 


around to the back doors, the 
press ought to bang loudly on the 
embassies' front doors. The 
United Nations, the Kremlin, the 
Vatican, the Red Cross should 
be called upon to intervene. 


The press should turn up the 


spotlight 
on the 
missing 


newsmen and let the world know 
that North Vietnam won't free 
them because it is afraid of the 
truth. 


Certainly? the capture of 


North Vietnamese soldiers and 
supplies in Cambodia ought to 
be 
evidence 
enough 
that 


Cambodian neutrality had been 
violated. The newsmen, if they 
should be freed, could tell the 
world little that isn't 
fully 


known. 


RIGHT TO KNOW 


Every time a newsman is held 


captive, the truth dies a little. 
For any interference with news 


gathering is an infringement 
upon the people's right to knoq. 


Aly Mahmoud, a journalism 


graduate 
from 
Cairo's 


American 
University, has 


worked for AP since 1960. On 
November 28, 1968, he was 
grabbed by plainclothesmen at 
Cairo airport along with a 
representative from a Geneva 
feature service. The Geneva 
man was carrying three free- 
lance stories written by Mah- 
moud. They were bland, non- 
secret "thumbsucks" as general 
situation stories are known in 
the news trade. 


Mahmoi'd was locked up in a 


Cairo jail without bond or 
hearing on charges of spying for 
Israel. AP kept up his salary to 
his wife and three children but 
made no real public protest. 


After five months in a security 


cell, Mahmoud was hauled out in 
April, 1969, for a show trial 
before a "Special State Security 
Court." Long-gowned waiters 
served 
coffee in the seedy 


courtroom while onlookers 
smoked and chatted about the 
proceeding. 


Refusing to confess, Mah- 


moud called the case "a com- 
plete fabrication" and "a lousy, 
botched up" one at that. Indeed, 
the evidence against him was so 
weak that the court acquitted 
him on June 28, 1969. 


But instead of turning him 


loose, the government dumped 
him into a filthy concentration 
camp across the Nile from 
Cairo. The three civilian judges, 
who voted for his acquittal, were 
mysteriously "retired." Now, a 
year later, he is still being held, 
and the Associated Press is still 
playing it quiet. 


$138 MILLION CELEBRATION 


The Federal Power Com- 


mission celebrated its 50th 
anniversary last week by 
dealing a $138 million blow to the 
American consumers whom it is 
sworn to protect.

signed, the regulators and

If I were a militant, I would 


slit my throat. Peacefully, to be 
sure.

I.e., if there is a law to 
be constructed out of it all, it 
would appear to be this, that the 
more severely you protest, the 
less headway you make. Not a 
very reassuring datum for the 
democratic ego, but there it is. 


It makes one wonder about the 


purposive intelligence of many 
of our protesters. The words are 
carefully selected, so as not to 
impute unintelligence to them. 
Because they include, of course, 
some of the brightest people in 
America. But here is an 
example. I know a most brilliant 
young man, an accomplished 
scholar and journalist, who has 
been rather quiet on the Viet- 
nam issue for several years, but 
who resolved after the Cam- 
bodian venture and the sub- 
sequent events at Kent State 
College, to more or less drop his 
reserve and engage in the fight 
to "stop Nixon" at all costs 


Instantly, he cranked up a 


campaign which among other 
things called for ostracizing 
those in the Nixon camp who 
should know better, that is to 
say, the men ot intellectual 
breeding He selected, for public 
assault, Henry Kissinger in the 
academy And neither "should" 
Moynihan be welcomed back 
unless he quits the Nixon ad- 
ministration 
My scholarly 


friend suggests that instead of a 
dialogue with Moymhan, 
he 


should be treated,wherever he 
goes—whether by students or by 
faculty—with the single ob- 
jurgation, "resign!" 


I pause now not to dispute the 


ethics or the strategic im- 
plications of the notion that 
those who lend their service^ to 
the Nixon administration shou!4 
be consigned to permanent 
Coventry, but on tha tactics of it 
A few days after my friend's 
advice was published in New 
York City, Daniel Patrick 
Moynihan appeared at Fordham 
University to give the com- 
mencement address and to 
receive an honorary degree. He 
began with a crack about the 
dangers of a Democrat like 
himself 
working 
for 
a 


Republican 
administration. 


There were isolated boos, and 53 
graduating students got up and 
walked ostentatiously out of the 
auditorium. Fifty-three out 
of a crowd of about 6,000. The 
balance of the audience gave 
Mr. Moynihan a one-minute 


ovation 


One wonders at the tactics of 


the protesters, why do they 
infuriate rather than reason, if 
indeed the record shows that the 
closer they come to sounding 
like Jerry Rubin, the further 
away they will drive their 
audience? Granted they have 
working for them the Zeitgeist. 
There is true opposition to the 
war in America, and the con- 
sequences of that opposition will 
not be apparent for quite a 
while, say, when next we try to 
stabilize a sticky international 
situation, in Berlin, or the Near 
East, or wherever. But the in- 
tentions of the opponents of the 
war seem to be to put maximum 
pressure on Nixon et al abruptly 
to pull out of Asia, and the 
tactics are not working. That 
being the case, one wonders that 
they continue to behave as they 
do. 


Or are we coming to the kernel 


of the question? Could it be that 
there is in the picture a strong 
streak 
of 
psychological 


masochism7 That is to say, that 
the student militants begin by 
insisting that we live in a society 
totalitarianized 
by 
the 


military-industrial complex, 
against whose machinations we 
are all helpless: and then 
proceed with forms of activity 
that seek to substantiate their 
thesis? And now, as we begin to 
see a little light at the end of the 
tunnel in Cambodia, isn't it 
likely that the frustrations of the 
dissenters will increase rather 
than decrease? That is to say, as 
they are proved wrong, if indeed 
that is the grateful surprise that 
history has in store for us, won't 
they get even angrier at Nixon 
for proving them wrong9 


When one speaks about good- 


humored opposition, one speaks 
about something more than the 
disposition to be graceful when 
one loses, or is caught up in 
error. It has to do with an 
essential phiiosopuicd! com- 
posure, with the true process of 
socialization: and, of course, 
with participatory democracy 
as a meaningful experience.

anyone a really great player 
until he has won maybe 20 
tournaments or more," he said.

The 
Thoresens had started divorce 
proceedings in Phoenix, Ariz., 
last year, prior to moving here 
in November.

Thoresen said had been his 
hobby since he was 9, led to his 
conviction in March 1969 on a 
federal charge of illegal in- 
terstate shipment of firearms. 
The charge followed a 1987 raid 
on the Thoresens' San Francisco 
mansion and a warehouse where 
77 tons of weapons and am- 
munition were seized, including 
machine guns and an antitank 
cannon. 


The day before he died, 


Thoresen's appeal from 
the 


conviction was upheld in the 9th 
U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals in 
San Francisco, which ordered a 
rehearing of the case. 


While his appeal was pending 


Thoresen had been free on bail 
under sentence of six months in 
prison. He and his wife, con- 
victed of aiding and abetting, 
were each fined $4,000 and she 
drew 18 months probation.
